first . step was to' create a com- 
mission to which he named- 
Thomas S. Gates,; Jr., Chief Exec- 
utive Officer, of Morgan Guaranty 
Trust Company of jNew York and 
a former Secretary of Defense, as 
Chairman, "and I former Republi- 
can Congressman Thomas Curtis 
of Missouri, General . Alfred 
Grueritticr. Roy Wl! kins, Execu- 
tive Director of the N A A CP, and 
other leading- citizens, as mem- 
bers. Now, the Gates Commls- 
storK having completed Its work, 
has J recommended establishment 
of an all- volunteer military force 
when the Selective; Service law 
expires on June 30, 1971. ; 

The Gates j Commission esti- 
mates that .our. overall military 
personnel may be reduced to .2.5 
million men from/ the present 
level of some 3.5 million without 
impairing the needs of our na- 
tional defense. - According to the 
report Jraproved recruitment pro- 
cedures and increased compensa- 
tion for military service would 
appear to make this goal fully 
attainable. ■ .J;.; 

As the Gates Commission points 
out, other nations have. substituted 
volunteer programs . In v place of 
conscription — Including Great 
Britain and; Australia— while the 
Canadian Government has always 
relied upon volunteer forces. .Al- 
though the ; foreign experiences 
have not : been completely success- 
ful, with proper -Iricetitives and 
active recruitment programs, the 
Commission contends that an ade- 
quate "American., all-volunteer 
force can be achieved. " 

An important 'element .of tho 
Gates Commission Report is' its 
recommendation. for stand-by au 
thorlly in the. Congress and the 
President to invoke military con 
scriptton in case of enemy attack 
or other threat to our national se- 
curity. *\ 

While estimates of the addition 
al cost of a volunteer military 
force vary, greatly, the Gates 
Commission indicates that an in- 
crease of $2.7 billion would sup- 
port the entire 2,5 'million men 
during the year following termin- 
ation of the draft 
' The Commission has disposed of 
the charge that the volunteer 
military force might be "all 
black." Of course, the increased 
pay ' would make an all-volun- 
teer force especially attractive .to 
poor Black Americans. However, 
the Commission, points out that 
there aire twice" as many poor 
whites as there are, poor blacks, 
The Commission concludes* there- 
fore, that an all-volunteer force 
Would most likely resemble the 
present armed forces— particu- 
larly the proportion of blacks and 
whites who now are volunteers. 
According to the Gates Commlst 
slon's studies tho maximum per- 
centage of Negroes in an. all- 
volunteer army would be about 
20 percent. 

Of special concern to the Com- 
mission has been the problem of 
securing on adequate number of 
medical doctors to serve the 
needs. of an all-volunteer military 
force. In responding to thjs 
problem, the Gates Commission 
has recommended Increased com- 
pensation incentives as 'well as 
tho shifting of a proportion, of 
military, patient care to civilian 
physicians. In the same way 
that' many other non-military dut- 
ies have been shifted to civilian 
personnel in recent years, it 
would seem, indeed, that, civilian 
doctors can; meet, many . of. the 
medical heeds ot an all-volunteer 
military, force. 

/ Lively debates hi; the Congress 
arc . brewing— spurred . by citizen 
committees organized to "Repeal 
the Draft" and by Resolutions 
pendings in: the House" and the 
Senate intended (o carry out the 
Gates Commission's objectives. 
As a co-sponsor of ono of these 
Resolutions,' this Member of 
Congress will be in the thick of 
the fray.

"The use of low sulfur coal and 
oil, along with Increased quanti- 
ties of natural gas and nuclear 
fuel, will enable Commonwealth 
Edison to substantially reduce sul- 
fur emissions from generating 
plants throughout northern Illi- 
nois," -Ward sold. -"As announced 
previously such emissions will bo 
cut In half In Chicago hi tho 12- 
month period starting July 1. By 
next year the extension of our new 
fuel burning program to outlying 
locations will achieve sulfur re- 
ductions of about 40 per cent at 





Rolls' Hit 



Illinois public aid rolls reached 
692,493 In January, an Increase 
of 16,038 over the previous month 
arid 63,888 higher than a year ago. 

Public Aid Director Harold O. 
Swank said that all programs in- 
creased except old age assistance 
which declined slightly. The net 
monthly gain of 16,038, reflects a 
decrease, of 39 persons in -four; 
counties and on increase of 16,- 
077 in 98 counties,. Cook County 
accounted for 39 > per cent of the. 
net xlse. . 

Total ' January expenditures 
were $40,238,337, an increase, of 
$1,015,656 over December and an 
Increase of $8,084,199 over Jan- 
uary i960: Current expenditures 
include $307,613 in payments for 
foster care, aid to the medically 
indigent in Chicago and Cicero, 
and burials. 

The January \ caseload was 
made up of 445,720 persons on as- 
sistance to the aged, blind or dis- 
abled and aid to dependent chil- 
dren receiving money grants and 
eligible for, medical care; 60,790 
eligible for .medical assistance 
only, and 85,983 on. general assis- 
tance. Respective figures for De- 
cember, were 437,257, 61,236 and 
77,062; for January I960,- 392,090, 
57,755 and 75,860.

The suit, filed in U. S. District 
Court in Springfield, contends 
that the state law, which limits 
the hours women may work, is 
in conflict with federal civil 
rights law. It asks that the Illi- 
nois statute be declared "void 
and unenforceable." 

A similar suit was filed at the 
same time by Caterpillar Tractor 
Company, also a large employer 
of women. 

Jack B. Gable. Illinois Bell's 
vice president— personnel, said 
the telephone company "has no 
other recourse. VVc and a sub- 
stantial number of our 22,000 
women employees arc caught in 
the middle of a legal and moral 
dilemma." 

He explained that under the Illi- 
nois Maximum Hours Act, non- 
exempt women cannot tic em- 
ployed more than eight hours a 
day. "This means that if over- 
time work becomes nccossary— 
at premium pay— it -is available 
to men but not to women, even on 
identical jobs," he said. "Neith- 
er can women be promoted or as- 
signed to jobs which regularly re- 
quire extended hours of work." 
On the other hand, Gable said, 
the U. S. Civil Rights Act pro- 
hibits employment practices that 
discriminate because of sex. 

"Illinois Bell and many other 
Illinois companies find ourselves 
in the precarious position of be- 
ing subject to cither federal or 
state penalties no matter which, 
direction we turn. We arc also 
.subject to union grievances be- 
cause of opportunities denied to 
women, br because of hardships 
such denials may impose on 
men," he said. ' 

Gable added that the Illinois 
statute, in restricting the assign- 
ment of employees, contributes to 
the costs of doing business. 

He said the Illinois Maximum 
Hours Act was legislated shortly, 
after the turn of the century, "ap- 
parently on the assumption that 
working women were in need of 
special protection. ► There may 
also have been some concern 
about job security for the tradi- 
tional breadwinner— the husband. 
"Such .legislation is neither 
realistic nor relevant to the needs 
of women in modern society. They 
comprise one-third of the nation's 
work 'force 'and one-tenth of the 
.family heads.* Many women now 
work not necessarily to supple- 
ment their husband's income, but 
to provide the necessities of life 
for their families." : 

A 1967 amendment to the stat- 
ute exempted women in certain 
professional . and supervisory 
levels. Prior to (hat, he said, "if 
our company president had been, 
a woman, she would; have-had to 
run for home— like Cinderella— 
as soon as the clock began. |o 
strike five." , V 

Gable said Illinois Bell is legally 
stymied in elements of its pro- 
gram to broaden its .career, oppor- 
tupities- for women. 'Iln^liiciriii- 
terests," he said, "and in view 
of our vulnerability due to con- 
flicting federal and state law, we 
feel ; wc can wait no longer for

Parents Are Urged 
To Protect Children 



The Heart Association of Lake 
County has urged parents to take 
extra precautions to protect their 
..-children against rheumatic fever 
and kidney disease during the 
peak season for strep infections in 
April. 

The announcement was made 
by Dr. Ernest I. Weis of High- 
land Park, chairman of the as* 
, socfatidn's pediatric cardiology 
committee. 

Rheumatic fever and glomeru- 
lonephritis, a kidney, disease, 
which are possible complications 
of a strep infection, usually can 
be prevented if the strep is dis- 
covered early and treated with 
proper medication. 

'if a child has a sore throat 
and fever, -he should be taken to 
a doctor, who may suggest a 
throat culture,'" said Dr. Weis. 
"A culture is the onjy way to de« 
terminc if the child has strep." 
Dr. Weis added that if a child 
is not treated for. strep, ho will 
not necessarily contract rheuma- 
tic fever. Only about three per 
cent of untreated strep cases lead 
to rheumatic fever. 

Rheumatic fever usually can be 
prevented if the patient with a 
strop infection takes penicillin or- 
ally for ten days or has one. long- 
acting injection. 

"The antibiotic must be taken 
according to the doctor's instruct 
. tions, even though the child ap- 
pears to have recovered," Dr. 
Weis explained. ' 

Strep infections are most prev- 
alent in crowded neighborhoods 
and spread rapidly in classrooms 
and among brothers and sisters. 
Rheumatic fever, however, is not 
contagious. 



According to the Heart Associa- 
tion, only about 20 per. cent of 
rheumatic fever cases result in 
permanent* heart damage. Rheu- 
matic heart disease is caused by 
an inflammation and scarring of 
the heart muscle and heart 
valves, which may interfer with 
the heart's ability to pump blood. 

"Children who have had rheu- 
matic fever must be especially 
careful to avoid recurring strep 
infections, which could lead to re- 
peat attacks of rheumatic fever 
and more heart damage," Dr. 
Weis warned. 

The Lake County Board, of 
Health . maintains a rheumatic 
fever registry r . program; which 
provides free medication to pre- 
vent strep Infection for people 
who have had rheumatic! fever. 

The Chicago Heart Association 
lias released a new pamphlet, 
available in Spanish and in Eng- 
lish, with important information 
for parents about rheumatic fev- 
er. The literature. is being distri- 
buted to urban progress centers, 
schools and doctors' offices. In- 
dividuals may obtain the free 
pamphlet by writing the Heart 
Association of Lake County, 1410 
Grand Ave., Waukegan 60085.

The English Department and 
and Social Studies Department at 
Antioch Community High School 
are currently involved In 'several 
innovative programs. 

The first of those Is the Remed- 
ial Reading Program of the Eng- 
lish Department." The program 
has been operating successfully 
through the use of a teacher aide, 
Mrs. Ruth Warren under the 
supervision of Mr. Bernard Fos- 
mark, the chairman of the Eng 
lish' Department, with Mrs. Mary 
Secmann, former English and 
Speech teacher, as a resource per 
son, 

Students in the program were 
selected from the Freshman class 
who were recommended by ah in- 
dividual teacher or by the Guid- 
ance Department plus on the 
basis of a placement test. Twen- 
ty-four students, were invited to 
participate on a voluntary basis, 
Twelve are now In regular at- 
tendance. The reading level is 
in the 3.7 - 6.7 which means as 
freshmen they arc several years 
below reading level. Using a four 
pronged communication., attack- 
reading, .writing, listening and 
speaking— the program is devel- 
oped by Scott Forsman Co. and is 
called ACE, meaning Activity 
Concept English. Students meet 
two hours a week for 50 minutes.

Of programs of work that lead to 
grades of A, B, or C, if they suc- 
cessfully complete the program.
